If you have a talent use it to the glory of God. He has said—‘‘ Them that 
honor me I will honor.” Use it for your own satisfaction—your own credit. 
„What will men say T' Never mind what men will Ay or think. It is your on 
interest that is being considered—the interest of the kingdom of God just so 
much as you are concerned in it—just so much as the kingdom expects of you. 
„Jam not learned.” If you are inspired by heaven what matter? Before 
the end can come the Gospel mast first be published among all nations. Take 
no thought beforehand what ye shall speak, neither do ye premeditate : but 
whatsoever shall be given you in that hour, that speak ye : for it is not ye that 
speak, but the Holy Ghost.” 

The discourse found in the Acts of the Apostles, delivered by Deacon Stephen 
is one of the finest pieces of inspired oratory on record. It is a literal fulfill- 
ment of the promise of the Savior, made to his disciples. It is written of that 
humble man of God, that he was full of faith and power, did great wonders 
and miracles among the people; and the Rabbins were not able to resist 
the wisdom and the spirit by which he spake.” There is nothing for the least 
servant of God to fear, while in the discharge of his high and holy calling asa 
minister of righteousness. The noble man will make his position honorable 
and profitable by the manner in which he will magnify it. The man receiving 
the one talent was equally. privileged to improve that Girt as he that received 
the ten talents. The same in point of fact—not in amount, was expected of 

‘him. The parable is a striking illustration of man’s free agency, and most 
beautifully portrays his position in life—and his obligations to God. 

With what unbounded joy the faithful servant of God receives the welcome 
plaudit.

Since his assumption of 
the governorship of Utah we sincerely 
believe he has endeavored to act with- 
out prejudice or censurable partiality, 
and as governor of the whole people 
in a liberal and comprehensive sense, 
the incessant and malignant abuse of 
him by his enemies to the contrary 
notwithstanding. 

If Mr. Emory has been appointed 
to the governorship of Utah, and 
should accept the appointment and 
enter upon the duties of the same, we 
trust ‘he will prove bimself a manly 
man, a fair and nnprejudiced official, 
anxious only to discharge his guberna- 
torial duties in the true spirit of 
American liberty. But we may fore- 
warn him that in such case be will 
make some ferocious enemies, who 
will spare neither him nor the truth 
about him.

Income AND Parliamentary paper 
contains an account of the gross public income and expenditure in the year 
ended the 30th of September, 1874, and for the year ended the S3lst of De- 


‘cember, 1874. The total income for the year 1874 was £76,505,790 6s., and 


the total expenditure £75,178,323 2s. 3d. ; being am excess of income over 
expenditure of £1,327,467 3s. 9d. The balances at the Banks of England and 
Ireland on the Ist of January, 1874, amounted to £3;983,633 13s. 10d. The 
money raised during the year by the creation of terminable annuities was 
£1,100,000, and repayments of advances added to the excess of revenue of 
expenditure over revenue brought up the bala to £8,405,023 7s. IId. On 
the other side of,the account of the balances, it that £1,486,144 8s. 7d. 
was applied to the reduction of the National Debt; £463,043 Os. 7d. was 
per in repayment of Bank advances for deficientvy ; £222,600 of Exchequer 
Bills were paid off in money; advances for purchase of bullion and for local 
works, &c., amounted to £3,399,260 11s. ; advances for Greenwich Hos- 
ital, £136,157 3s. lld.; and the balances at the Banks of England and 
eland on the 3lst of December, 1874, amounted to £3,624,904 4s. 4d. 


StatTist1cat.—Cost or THE CoLontes.—The net cost of the British Ex- 
chequer of the Colonies of the British Empire, after deducting any military 
contributions received from them, was £2,745, 980 in the financial year 1869-70 
and had been reduced to £1,817,471 in 1872-73. The cost of the military and 
maritime stations declined only from £1,366,080 to 1, 221,425; the main 
decrease of cost was in the plantations and settlements, or colonies proper. 
The cost to the British Exchequer of the Australian settlements declined from 
£215,400 in 1869-70 to £58, in 1872-73 ; of British North America, from 
£676.789 to £154;527 ; of the West Indies, from £335,972 to £266,877 ; of 
the West Coast of Africa, from £103,114 to £66,110; the cost of the Straits 
Settlements and Labuan advanced from £53,338 to £68,300. Ceylon overpaid 
its cost by £4,713 in 1869-70, and by £17,865 in 1872-73. Of the whole, 
£1,817,471, the cost of the colonies in 1872-73, no less than $1,629,626 was 
for military and naval charges, chiefly occurring at military and maritime sta- 
tions. The charge to the British Exchequer in respect of the Australian set- 
tlements was mainly for Western Australia, formerly a penal settlement.

December, 1871, contained 15,986,082 members of the Evangelical Church, 


4,642 Lutheran Separatists, 1,601 Moravian Brethren, 1,710 Irvingites, 
8,818 Baptists, 13,950 Mennonites, 1,800 German and Christian Catholics, 


38, 268,169 Roman Oatholics, 1,387 Greeks, and 24,830 persons belonging to 
other sects—making a total of 24,313,550, with 325, Jews. Of th 


118.863 males, and 151,709 females could read and write imperfectly, an 

863,843 males and 1,396,434 females were illiterate. The latter class was 
composed of 1,083,517 Evangelicals, 1,150,290 Roman Catholics, 23,624 Jews, 
and 2.846 Dissenters. The German Empire contained at the same date 
25,579,709, or 62 per cent. Evangelicals; 14,867,463, or 36 per cent. Ro- 
man Catholics; 82,155 Dissenters; 512,158 Jews; and 17,156 persons of 
other persuasions or who disclaimed any creed, making a total of 41,058,641. 


Russlax Traps with Japan via San Francisco.—A letter from St. Pe- 
tersburg in the Allgemeine Zeitung states that the firm of Lindholm, at San 
Francisco, has obtained a concession from the Russian Government for a 
monthly communication between Wladiwostok, on the East Coast of —— 
and Japan. The steamer intendéd for this 2 has been already built, an 
will start on its first voyage on the Ist of July. Wladiwostok will thus be 
reached from St. Petersburg, vid Japan, San Francisco, the Pacific Railway, 
and the Atlantic, in 50 days, whereas the journey by land through Siberia 
and European Russia occupies at least six months. 
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
